2. In the Reserve Bank of India Employees" Gratuity and Superannuation Fund 
Regulations, 1975 - 

(i) Clause (c) of Regulation 3 shall be substituted by the following 
words: 

“the amount, as determined, on the basis of actuarial valuation of 
the Bank’s liability towards gratuity and pension payments done at 
such periodicity, as decided by the Bank.” 

(ii) Regulation 5 shall be substituted by the following words: 

“The Bank shah credit to the Fund at the end of every year an 
amount calculated on the products of monthly balances in the fond 
at the end of that year, at the rate at which interest was last credited 
to the Reserve Bank of India Employees Provident Fund.”
